SKETCH OF MRS. U. S. GRANT. 


The maiden name of Mrs, Ulysses 38. 
Grant was Julia Dent, and her birthplace 
was St. Louis, Mo. There is no prettier 
romance in the history of American life 
than that of Mrs. Grant and her famous 
husband. A high-strung Southern girl, 
used to all the luxury and refinement which 
social life in St. Louis afforded before the 
war, she gave her heart to the impecunious 
Union Lieutenant; she bore with unfalter- 
ing love all the trials which his lack of 
means entailed during their early married 
life, she was at his side to counsel and to 
cheer him during the dark days of the 
titanic struggle from which he was to 
emerge with military glory such as has 
been attained by few men in the world’s 
history; she shared with him his civil 
triumphs, being the inspiration of a home 
life which was ‘as beautiful as any the 
White House has ever known, and when, 
upon Mount MacGregor, he fought his last 
fight she was by his side to giye him that 
consolation which she alone could give. 3 

Mrs. Grant was born on Jan. 26, 1826. 
The home of her parents was located on 
the old Gravois Road, a short distance out 
trom St. Louts,-Her father Was Frederick 
Dent, Frederick Dent was the son of Capt. 
George Dent, who led the forlorn hope at 
Fort Montgomery when it was stormed 
by Mad Anthony Wayne. On her mother’s 
side she was descended from John Wren- 
shall, who came from England to this 
country to escape religious intolerance, and 
settled in Philadelphia, Penn. 

At the age of ten years Miss Dent was 
sent to a fashionable boarding school in 
St. Louis conducted by a Miss. Moreau. 
She remained at this school until her grad- 
oe seven years later. It was soon after 
2er return home from boarding school that 
she met Lieut. Grant, then of the Fourth 
Infantry, stationed at Jefferson Barracks, 
mear St. Louis. It was in the Spring of 
1844 that she became engaged to him. 
Speaking of his courtship Gen, Grant has 
this to say in his Memoirs: 

GEN. GRANT’S COURTSHIP. 


“We would often take walks or 
horseback to visit the neighbors until I be- 
came quite well acquainted in that vicinity. 
if the Fourth Infantry had remained at

The horse was soon off his feet 
swimming with his rider down the stream 
of the current. Grant guided the animal 
toward the other shore, however, and fin- 
ally reached it, drenched up to the waist. 
In this condition he rode to the Dent home, 
where he procured a dry suit from his 
fvture brother-in-law, a man nearly twice 
his size, Thus ridiculously attired he wooed 
his sweetheart. Before he left the farm 
Miss Dent had surrendered. 

The removal of the Fourth 
Louisiana was in anticipation of trouble 
with Mexico. When war was finally de- 
clared, Grant’s regiment was ordered to 
the scene of hostilities, and it was not 
until the Summer of 1848 when peace had 
been proclaimed that Grant was able to 
return to St. Louis and claim the redemp- 
tion of Miss Dent's pledge to become 
wife. On Aug. of that year they were 
married. 

At the end of his leave of absence Capt. 
Grant—he had won that rank by his gal- 
lantry in Mexico—was sent to Detroit, 
Mich. The first four years of the young 
couple’s married life was spent at Detroit 
and Sacket’s Harbor, N. Y., to which Capt. 
Grant was transferred later. In 1852 Capt. 
Grant’s regiment was ordered to the 
cific Coast.

A hall ran through 
the middle, from side to side 
The land on which Grant built 
comprised eighty acres, and was 
Dent’s wedding gift to his daughter. Major 
Dent was a radical Southerner, and con- 
ceived a hearty dislike for his son-in-law 
on account of Grant’s Northern proclivi- 
ties. He was a man of means, but with the 
fexception of this gift of land he left_the 
young couple to their own resources. Dur- 
ing the time in which Grant and his family 
lived in their log cabin they were often 
pinched for the necessities of life. But 
despite the contrast which her life with her 
busband in their humble abode afforded to 
the life of iuxury and ease which she had 
led as a young girl under her father’s roof, 
Mrs, Grant’s devotion to her husband and 
her family was such that her cheerful dis- 
position was not blunted in the slightest 
degree, 
Instead of lamenting the misfortune 
which had overtaken her, she did every- 
thing in her power to lighten the burden 
which she knew bore so heavily on the 
man whom she loved. She gave occasional 
parties in the little cabin to which her near 
neighbors and friends were invited, and 
was constantly employing her woman's 
ingenuity to surround her family circle 
with as much sunshine as her husband's 
circumstances would permit. It was due to 
her in no small degree that her husband's 
dauntless spirit was preserved unbroken 
through the trials which he passed, and 
that when the great crisis came which was 
to mark the turning point in his career he 
was able to take full advantage of the op- 
portunity which the war afforded his mili- 
tary genius. 
DURING AND AFTER THE WAR. 


During the civil war Mrs, Grant passed 
much of the time with Gen. Grant near the 
scene of action, he sending for her when- 
ever opportunity permitted. She was with 
him at City Point, in the Winter of 1864-5, 
and accompanied him to Washington when 
he returned with his victorious army. She 
saw her husband twice inaugurated Presi- 
dent of the United States, and was his 
companion on his journey around the 
world, Speaking of the tour they took she 
remarked to a friend: 

‘Having learned a lesson from my pre- 
decessor, Penelope, I accompanied my 
Ulysses his wanderings around the 
world.”’ Mat 

The days which she spent in the White 
House were happy days for Mrs. Grant. 
She often referred to them as the happiest 
days of her life, except those in which she 
had found her greatest joy in comforting 
and sustaining her husband in the strug- 
gles of their early married life. 

On their return from abroad Gen, Grant 
and his wife took up their residence in 
New York City. Their home _ here was 
temporarily broken up when Gen. Grant 
was stricken with his fatal illness, After 
the General’s death at Mount McGregor, 
Mrs. Grant continued to maintain her 
household in New York, but when her sons 
had all married she gave it up, finding it 
too lonesome.

Mrs. Grant’s eyesight was not good for 
a number of years, and she had had to em- 
ploy a companion to read to her. She al- 
ways had her photograph taken in profile, In 
connection with a slight affliction of the 
eyes a very pretty story is told indicative 
of Gen. Grant's tender devotion to her. 
When he was President she became some- 
want sensitive about her eyes—she suf- 
fered from strabismus—and consulted a 
specialist to see what could be done for 
her. The specialist told her he thought 


| he could improve her eyes, but the opera- 


tion would be painful. She consulted her 
husband to learn whether he would advise 
the operation. 

‘Don’t have it done, dear,’’ said the 
General pressing her cheeks with his two 
‘“*“Let those dear eyes stay just as 
are. If they were changed I might 
not recognize my sweetheart.”’ 

A few years after the death of Gen. 
Grant, Mrs. Grant began work on her au- 
tobiography. This was completed several 
years ago. It was her desire that her 
grandchildren should know Gen, Grant as 
she knew him, and it was for them that 
she prepared the record of his life and 
hers. The biography contains the General's 
letters to her lover and husband. It is 
doubtful if it will ever see the likht of day 
in the exact way in which it was written, 
but it may be that in after years the Gen- 
eral’'s descendants may be persuaded to 
give at least some portions of it to the 
public in the interest of history. . 

When Gen, Grant died and the movement 
to build him a magnificent mausoleum on 
the banks of the Hudson was inaugurated 
Mrs. Grant notified the committee that 
conceived the project that if the mauso- 
leum was built a resting place must be 
provided for her alongside her husband, 
otherwise she would have him buried where 
she could be with him in death, Her 
wishes were regarded, and in the mauso- 
leum on Riverside Drive, where the re- 
mains of the General now repose, there are 
two sarcophagi exactly similar; and in the 
vacant one the remains of Mrs. Grant will 
be placed.

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With these words Wucille Gage, the 
eleven-year-old daughter of Henry T. Gage, 
Governor of California, to-day christened 
the trans-Pacific cable and, breaking a bot- 
tle of champagne over the shore end, inau- 
gurated a new era in the commercial de- 
velopment of the Pacific Coast. 

The landing and splicing of the shore 
end, which is to conneet the mainland with 
Honolulu, was accomplished without hitch 
and was witnessed by about 40,000 persops. 
Ideal weather prevailed, there being hardly 
any surf. 

The steamer Newsboy, carrying six miles 
of cable, steamed close in shore early this 
morning and by a life-saving boat's crew 
Sent ashore a rope to which the cable was 
attached. Word was sent to President Clar- 
ence W. Mackay and the cable and Postal 
Telegraph officials that all was in readi- 
ness. The work of hauling in the cable was 
done so expeditiously that the officials ar- 
rived on the beach only two minutes before 
the cable, which touched the beach and was 
christened at 9:55 A. M 

While the cable was being spliced to the 
land end, Mayor Schmitz delivered a short 
speech, congratulating Mr. Mackay on the 
successful beginning of the work. He also 
spoke of the importance of the undertaking 
and the benefit to the world at large that 
would result trom its completion. 

Clarence W. Mackay, President of the 
Pacific Commercial Cable Company, 
thanked the Mayor and those present. 

Goy. Gage, on behalf of the State of 
California, paid a warm tribute to the late 
John W. Mackay. The formal exercises 
closed with cheers for the cable and all 
those taking part in its ianding. 

Refreshment tents were erected on the 
beach, and while the cable was being 
spliced Mr. Mackay served champagne and 
other refreshments to a large number of 
invited guests. Mr. Mackay also sent the 
following telegram to President Roosevelt: 

I have the honor to Inform you that the end of 
the Honolulu cable was successfully brought to 
shore this morning. 

When the splicing was completed, late in 
the afternoon, horses were hitched to the 
end and the cable was drawn through a 
conduit to the cable station. At the same 
time the steamer Newsboy steamed out to 
sea five miles and anchored the cable with 


balloon buoys. It was picked up by the 
cable steamer Silvertown and taken aboard. 

The splicing to the main body was com- 
pleted to-night, and the Silvertown headed 
for Honolulu at a seven-knot speed. 

The first message over the cable was 
sent from shore to Chief Engineer Benest 
on the Silvertown, congratulating him on 
the successful landing, Several tests were 
made as the cable was being paid out by 
the Newsboy, and it was found to be in 
perfect condition. 

A portion of the cable was cut up inte 
small pleces for souvenirs and distributed 
by President Mackay among his guests. 
During the ceremonies an artillery band 
from the Presidio played. President Mackay 
tendered a banquet to-night to the officials 
of the Cable and Postal Telegraph Com- 
panies.

Northampton Insane Hospital, just issued. 
The report says: 

“A marked increase in the number of ad- 
missions may be expected in 1904 if the 
State assumes the burden of caring for all 
those now supported by different cities and 
towns. Many feeble-minded and insane are 
now cared for in the almshouses all over 
Massachusetts who will be committed to 
hospitals in 1904. In this Institution there 
are 251 patients sleeping in corridors be- 
cause of the overcrowded condition of the 
dormitories.

Lecture on Zionism to be Delivered 
in Temple Emanu-El. 


Declaration That an Agreement with 
Dr..Gottheil Has Been Broken—Dr. 
Silverman’s Explanation. 


The Federation of American Zionists de- 
sires to have an explanation from the Rev. 
Dr. Joseph Silverman of Temple Emanu-El. 
Some of the members jotted down some of 
his utterances recently In his two lectures 
against the movement for the segregation 
of the Jews in Palestine, and they want to 
thrash the subject out with him publicly. 
After having, verbally and by letter, as the 
leaders in the movement in this city aver, 
asked him to meet in public debate any one 
of the champions of their cause, they have 
secured from the Trustees of the Temple the 
privilege of giving a lecture on the subject 
of Zionism on Thursday evening next. Dr. 
Silverman gave his consent to the delivery 
of the lecture. The

questions invited."’ 

The

Gottheil of Columbia, President of the fed- 
eration in this city, will speak also. 

Among the intimate friends and acquaint- 
ances of Dr. Gustav Gottheil, 
tus of Temple Emanu-El, his Prof. 
Gottheil, and Dr. Silverman, there are 
many Who have contended that Dr. Stilver- 
man should not have delivered the lectures 
against Zionism because of a compact en- 
tered into by Dr. Gotthell and Dr. Silver- 
man, the latter being then the assistant 
rabbi, not to preach or lecture upon the 
cubject. 

This agreement, it was said, was made 
because each understood the opposing views 
the other, Dr. Gottheil being a believer 
the Zionistic movement. 

Dr. Silverman's explanation of the 
ment was: 

‘There was no compact. About seven 
years ago, when the Zionistic movement 
was beginning to be discussed. there was an 
agreement between Dr. Gottheil and my- 
self for neither of us to preach or lecture 
or. the subject in the Temple. 

‘This was agreed to, as 1 understood, 
because it would not look wel! for Dr, 
Gottheil to hold one view of Zionism and 
l another. Although I suppose not de- 
signedly, Dr. Gottheil at times alluded to 
the subject, it is true that he did not Ject- 
ure or preach upon it. As Dr. GotMeil, 
however, has in a great measure closed his 
activities in the Temple, and the subject 
has recently 
l felt privileged to lecture upon the 
ject—felt it my duty to do so. 

“There is no feeling in the matter be- 
tween Dr. Gottheil and Prof. C ‘ 
myself; in fact, I have just left a meeting 
which we attended jointly, and where 
exc hanged pleasantries.

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REMOVING THE CITY SNOW 
Force of 4,000 Men and 3,000 
Carts at Work. 


Over 27,000 Loads Carried Away from 
Main Thoroughfares—Commissioner 
Woodbury Pleased with the 
Showing. 


With a force of 2,500 of its own men and 
1,500 hired helpers, the Department of 
Street Cleaning yesterday undertook the 
problem’ of removing from the city streets 
five inches of snow and ice which had ac- 
cumulated during the two days’ storm. The 
clear weather all day did much to favor the 
work. The result is that the main thor- 
oughfares are practically clear through the 
more traveled parts of the city, and sub- 
stantial headway has been made on other 
Streets, according to the amount of traffic 
using them. 


- Broadway from the Battery to Long Acre / 


Square is entirely free from snow, as are 
the Bowery, from Rivington to Third Ave- 
nue; Third Avenue, from One Hundred and 
Seventh to One Hundred and Thirtieth; all 
the principal cross-town streets from Four- 
teenth to Fifty-ninth, together with One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street, and the 
principal down-town streets leading to fer- 
ries. In addition the streets at the ferry 
houses were cleared for the Sunday traffic, 
and coal yards generally, all over the city, 
were cleared of Snow so as to facilitate de- 
livery of tuel. 

In Brovokiyn, Fulton Strect -was cleared 
from Court Street to Flatbush Avenue, 
Broadwiey to Flatbush Avenue, and the 
approacu to the Fulton Ferry, and to the 
Wall street” Ferry through 
Street was opened up. 

In the Bronx work was pushed, though 
the attention directed at the other sec- 
tions of the city made the work. somewhat 
less rapid than ‘otherwise it would have 
been, 

The task came as a test of what the De- 
pastinent of Street Cleaning could do when 
eft to its own resources, for the contract 
for the removal of snow and ice will not go 
into effect for a week or more, and Com- 
missioner John McGaw Woodbury ex- 
pressed himself last night as being well 
pleased with what his men had done. 

**You see for yourself,’ he said to a re- 
rorter, ‘‘and it shows merely what can 
be done with ofganization and the intention 
te accomplish what is undertaken. But let 
me say right here that if there_is any 
credit, it does not belong to the Commis- 
sioner, but to the ‘men in the department 
who did what was expected of them, a: 
ruean every Street Cleaning Department 
employe, down to the last helper who was 
hired at 6 o’clock this morning. 

“Never before in my knowledge has 
Broadway been cleared within twelve hours 
after undertaking the job, and I hardly 
think the remainder of the city has beeu 
pur in so good shape within the same 
amount of time. It shows what could be 
done if the deparjment, properly equipped, 
should undertake the snow cleaning work 
itself. The department stands to-day with 
practically the same equipment as it had 
when Col. Waring left—no, you may say, 
the same equipment, to be exact.’ 

“Do you think the department 
Saye money on the removal of snow 
were properly supplied with men 
teams?’’ the Commissioner was asked. 

** Indeed, I do, although the present con- 
tract for removal by the cubic yard is 
going to save greatly over the old method 
of contracting for the removal, because 
there cannot be any difference of estimate 
between the contractor and the depart- 
ment.under the present régime. 

“IT am particularly pleased with the re- 
sults in Brooklyn. The scheme of trolley 
removal worked to perfection, and we had 
that borough in better shape in the middle 
of the day than it had ever been under 
similar circumstances, to my knowledge.” 

Commissioner Woodbury and the Super- 
intendent of Street Cleaning, Capt. Gibson, 
together with Srfow Superintendent Brough- 
ton, put in a long day yesterday, personal- 
ly superintending the work. The Com- 
missioner took as his especial territory, the 
lower parf™of Manhattan and Brooklyn, 
while Capt. Gibson wA&nt into the Bronx. 

Broadway naturally was the first point 
of attack, and the work of the Street Clean- 
ing Department began at Vesey Street, the 
Metropolitan Street Railway. under the 
terms of the permits which allow it to run 
trolley sweepers, having been obliged to 
clear the street from Bowling Green to 
Vesey Street. All told, 1,500 department 
carts and 1,500 earts hired from outside 
sources comprised the equipment in all 
three boroughs, and more carts would have 
been gathered into service had it been pos- 
Bible to obtain them. 

Here the fact of the day being Sunday 
came in to handicap the work, &s it factli- 
tated it, especially with respect to Broad- 
way, in other respects by reason of having 
the streets free from traffic. The depart- 
ment found that many owners of carts and 
horses would not hire out their teams on 
Sunday, following the rule of one day’s 
rest in seven, in order to get the most work 
cone in the long run. 

Some little difficulty was experienced also 
in obtaining men to work in the numbers 
desired, for, as Capt. Gibson said last night, 
many who otherwise would have been glad 
to have the extra employment declined it 
rather than work on Sunday. 

At the same time that Broadway was in- 
vaded another small army of men made an 
assault upon the Bowery. with the result 
that the section from Broome Street to 
Third Avenue was fairly clear by the early 
wfternoon. From Broadway as a base the 
men worked out into the more important 
cross-town streets, taking, however, those 
from Fourteenth Street up first, because 
the Sunday travel is to the mile section 
of the city rather than to the down-town 
part. Liberty Street, Cortlandt, Barclay, 
Desbrosses, and Fulton Streets and the 
lower part of Grand Street were among 
those early to receive attention, however, 
on account of the ferries. 

An important part of the work in the 
early part of the day was the clearing out 
“of coal yards. All through Manhattan and 
Pronx the department men paid especiai 
attention to these yards, in accordance 
with orders from the Commidgsioner, who 
realized that while the snow problem was 
an important one, that of enabling the de- 
livery of coal was of far greater import. 

Dr. Woodbury said last night that he 
had counted eighty-three large double 
teams drawing coal in his driving about 
Manhattan during the day, and in addi- 
tion to these were numerous smaller teams, 
many of which, he said, he would have been 
glad, under other circumstances, to im- 
oress into the service of the Street Cleaning 
Department. Capt. Gibson, speaking of 
his tcur through the Bronx, noted the same 
conditions existing there at every coal 
depot,

The demand for coal on Saturday was 
so great that extraordinary measures were 
taken yesterday by nearly all the dealers 
to meet. the situation. By an arrangement 
made previously, many of the big office 
and other buildings, where there are steam 
plants, were open all day in order to re- 
ceive coal. The engineers were at their 
posts as on week days. Most of the coal 
delivered yesterday should have been sent 
on Saturday, but the blinding snowstorm 
made trucking so slow that fully one- 
fourth of the coal was undelivered on Sat- 
urday evening. 

It was stated yesterday at the office, of 
Robert Gordon & Son that sixty-seven 
trucks had been specially hired for the day, 
and that about 900 tons were delivered. 
The firm took care of its largest custom- 
ers, which included five hospitals, At the 
New York Hospital alone 150 tons were 
delivered. A representative of the firm 
said: 

“We are doing this because we feel that

MME. NORDICA ARRIVES. 


She Is Suffering Yet from the Effects 
of a Railroad Accident—I!! Dur- 
ing Voyage. 


Mme. Nordica Dime arrived yesterday on 
board the American liner St. Paul, but the 
stormy voyage had been so trying that she 
was not able to leave her stateroom and 
go to the Buckingham untill three hours 
after the steamship had been docked. Her 
secretary, E. Romayne Simmons, who ac- 
companied her, said that she was suffer- 
ing also from the effects of a railroad acci- 
dent last Winter. 

“If the Southern Railway does not set- 
tle,” said Mr. Simmons, “‘Mme.

While 
abroad she was invited by» King Edward 
to sit in the royal box at the coronation, 
but she was unable to attend. 

‘She will probably sing here first in 
‘Tristan und Isolde,’ though thaét has not 
been decided upon definitely. Her only 
new role will be in * Gioconda.’ ”’ 

Mme. Kirby-Lunn, who will sing for the 
first time in this country with the Grau 
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company, arrived yesterday or the Lucania. 
She is at the Navarre. 


CHANGES AT MRS. OSBORN’S. 


Denial That Her Play House Is to Close 
Its Season. 


On Saturday night the members of Mrs. 
Osborn’s Playhouse company received the 
two weeks’ notice customary previous to 
the disbanding of companies. The notice 
stated that the season of “Fad and Folly” 
would end Dec. 27, and that the services 
of the present members of the company 
would be no longer needed. A rumor had 
been current for some days that the com- 
pany would be disbanded, and the notice 
gave rise to the impression that Mrs. Os- 
born had abandoned her theatre, which 
was so bravely christened with ‘‘ Tommy 
Rot’ some two months ago. 

An attempt was made yesterday to cor- 
rect the impression regarding the closing 
of the playhouse. It was stated at the 
heme of Miss Norma Munro, who is said to 
have been interested with Mrs. Osborn in 
the theatre scheme, that ‘‘ Fad and Folly ”’ 
would be taken off, but that the playhouse 
would be continued with a new company 
and a new comedy, with Blanche Ring as 
the star, as she was previously. 

It was said at Mrs. Osborn’s residence, 
2 Rutherfurd Place last night, that the 
report that the playhouse bearing her 
name was to be permanently closed at 
the end of two weeks, was untrue. The 
present Pay, “Fad and Folly,”’ it was 
explained, was to be taken off, and a new 
production put on, The new production will 
not be a musical comedy, and several of 
the members of the present company will 
be discharged for the reason that there are 
—9 parts in the new piece for them to 
play. 


MME. KIRKBY LUNN HERE. 


The English Contralto Gives Her First 
Impression of America. 

Mme. Kirkby Lunn, the English con- 
tralto, arrived here yesterday on the Lu- 
cania, She was accompanied by her hus- 
band, Mr. Pierson. She is to sing at the 
Metropolitan Opera House Friday even- 
ing with Mme. Nordica in Wagner's “ Tris- 
tan und Isolde.”” This will be her début in 
grand opera here. Mme. Kirkby Lunn 
said last night, when seen in her box dur- 


ing the intermission at the Sunday night 
concert: 

“ After our rough passage any land would 
seem delightful, but my first view of 
America was more than that. It was a 
great surprise. It was like coming into 
fairyland—the city all in white and those 
terribly tall buildings, seeming like man- 
sions in the sky or castles crowding 
mountain heights. I am sure I shall like 
your country. I shall sing here on sev- 
eral occasions, and twice in ‘The Mes- 
sian,’ on ‘ Boxers’ Day’ and the day fol- 
lowing.”’ 

Asked to define “‘ Boxers’ Day,’ she said 
that it was the day after Christmas, when 
men fought in the old country. Mme. 
Kirkby Lunn, under contract with Maurice 
Grau, will tour the country, singing first 
in Boston and later in other cities. She 
will sail from. New York on Feb. 4, as 
her engagements in Great B(ritain begin 
on the 18th of that month. 


BRITISH BUYERS’ COMPLAINTS. 





Consu! Halstead’s Report on Delays in 
the Shipment of Goods from 
This Country. 


Marshall Halstead, the United States 
Consul at Birmingham, said in his latest 
report that British buyers of American 
goods have complained that they have not 
received on time the goods ordered and 
that they could not get definite assurance 
as to the dates of shipment. 

‘In the middle of October,”’ he said, “‘ the 
representative of a Birmingham firm called 
to tell me that he had given an order in 
May last to an Indiana manufacturer, and 
had not up to date received the goods or 
even an intimation when they were lik« 
to come. I took it upon myself to write to 
this manufacturer, urging, as I recollect, 
that if he could not ship the goods, he 
should at least write a polite letter to the 
British buyer, explaining the cause of the 
delay. The Indiana manufacturer accepted 
my intermediation, apparently without re- 
garding it as meddling, and wrote me that 
the Birmingham concern having requested 
the goods to be sent in one shipment, the 
order had been delayed ‘on that account 
and also on account of labor troubles and 
many orders ahead.’ He added: ‘ We are 
catching up with orders and can make the 
shipment in a few weeks.” When I sent a 
copy of the letter to the Birmingham firm 
they said this gaye them the first infor- 
mation thev had had on the subject.” 

Mr. Halstead quoted from a letter he re- 
ceived from a manufacturer, as follows: 

I do not know whether it is any use writing 
to you on the subject, but we are having a bit- 
ter experience in buying goods from America 
just at present. A few years ago, manufacturers 
in this unfortunate country were severely blamed 
for not being punctual in deliveries. Those in 
your country seem now to have*gone us one bet- 
ter, or rather one worse, Thus, for example, 
early in June last we ordered tons of 
bright drawn-steel rods, made by the well- 
known Company. We were promised ship- 
ment from New York, half the order the middle 
of August and the other half the middle of Sep- 
tember, and to get deliveries we agreed to pay 
[3 or £4 ($14.59 or $19.46) higher than we could 
buy in this country. 

Up to the present time I have had no deliv- 
eries at all, and although we were told that a 
carload was to be shipped by the steamship 

on the ——— of November, apparently 
this has not taken place, as that steamer is in. 
We have been buying this brand of steel in 
small quantities from other sources to keep us 
going, and have paid as much as £5 ($24.33) a 
ton extra to get deliveries. It is obvious we 
cannot continue to use this steel, (as we have 
done for several years,) much longer, and must 
return to our own manufacturers in this coun- 
try. 

Another illustration of the state of things is 
furnished by the Company of City, 
Conn. I placed an order with their London 
agent for the delivery of a large piece of ma- 
chinery in August last. They undertook to ship 
in eight weeks. We are now reaching the end 
of Navember, and I have heard nothing about 
the machine being dispatched, and so on. For- 
give my pouring these grievances into your ear 
in this way, but ‘‘ the iron, (or more correctly, 
steel,) has entered into my soul.’’

PRIEST SCORES THE STAGE 


Father Ducey’s Views Astonish the 
Actors’ Church Alliance. 


In General Denunciation He Says the 
Theatre in Its Best Days Is Scaroely 
to be Commended.

The Rev, Father ‘Thomas Ducey preached 
yesterday afternoon to the New York 
Chapter of the Actors’ Church Alliance at 
St. Leo’s Roman Catholic Church, in East 
Twenty-eighth Street. He has been one of 
the Chaplains of the alliance ever since 
its organization. 

“I realize, and so does the Catholic 
Church,” said the preacher, “that the 
stage and the theatre should be an exalt- 
ed and purifying teaching factor in civic 
and National life. The theatre grew out of 
the Church, and it is the duty of the 
Church to support the theatre in its best 
work and to reprove it when it is neces- 
sary. There are many reasons to question, 
however—and many of you know it too well 
—if the theatre and the actors on the stage 
to-day are fulfilling the mission of the the- 
atre.”’ 

Father Ducey then read portions of an 
interview, recently published, with a woman 
who he said is prominent on the American 
Stage to-day, The interview was on the 
question, “Is a virtuous woman a dra- 
matic possibility?’’ Father Ducey inter- 
jected this comment: “If I had been that 
woman I would have kicked the reporter 
out,” 

The general drift of the interview was an 
indirect admission that a ‘* good woman,” 
as understood in the conyentional sense, 
was neither desirable nor possible on the 
stage. The preacher exclaimed with a hor- 
rified air: ‘*‘ Now, just suppose a priest 
should say that about the profession?” 

Father Ducey’s reading of this interview, 
together with various pungent asides on his 
part, evoked several waves of merriment; 
but as he got further into his sermon the 
smiles faded from the faces of the theat- 
rical people. Amazement was clearly de- 
picted, and at the close of the service the 
question was asked by many as to Ww 
tather Ducey should care to hold the posi- 
tion of Chaplain in the alliance if his views 
concerning the stage were what a little in- 
terpretation of his sermon would indicate. 

Father Ducey began this general denun- 
ciation with a prefatory apology for what 
he termed his “Irish bluntness,” and he 
wanted it distinctly understood that his 
criticism of the drama was not due to any 
want of the qualities of pathos and humor, 
of which qualities, he asserted, he himself 
had an abundant share. He denounced in 
general all plays based upon immoral in- 
trigues, and he quoted from a well-known 
theatrical man the statement that the the- 
atre was no place for young girls to go to, 
adding, “‘I quite agree with him as ‘to 
some theatres and some plays.” 

He did not refer to any particular play 
by name except ‘‘ The School for Scandal,” 
in which he denounced “ the vicious screen 
scene.”’ He denied that the exposé of im- 
moral actions was due to any devotion to 
truth or experience, and declared that the 
selection of such themes was due purely to 
a desire to make money. He especially ex- 
cepted from this criticism the actors and 
actresses who appear in these plays, who, 
he said, merely got a bare existence. He 
also said: 

“Those who build and manage theatres 
do it solely for money. They know the 
tastes of their customers and, I may add, 
they pander to those tastes. A _ theatre 
conducted in a way to be safe for the mor- 
als of youth would not pay. The claim 
that the theatre is a school of morals*is 
false. In its evil days the theatre sinks to 
the bottom of the scale of decency, and in 
its best days it is scarcely to be commend- 
ed. It endeavors to meet the demands of 
its patrons, and the demands of what even 
is called the best society is very frequently 
that of the worst society. I am ashamed 
of my fellow-men who will take women to 
see many of the plays that are produced. 
It is a degrading of a man’s manhood.” 


EMANU-EL SISTERHOOD’S HOME 
President Cantor, Robert Hunter, 
Dr. Gottheil Speak. 


The fourteenth annual meeting of the 
Emanu-El Sisterhood of Personal Service 
was held yesterday in its new home, 318 
East EHighty-second Street. Jacob Cantor, 
President of the Borough of Manhattan; 
Robert Hunter, head worker of the Uni- 
versity Settlement, and the Rey. Dr. G. 
Gottheil, Honorary President of the sister- 
hood, spoke. Mrs. William Einstein pre- 
sided President Cantor said: 

“‘It Goesn’t require much personal sacri- 
fice to sit in the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment and vote large sums for 
charity. but it does require much sacri- 
fice for those who go out among the poor. 


*“‘ Individual generosity is not only won- 
derful and strong, but the city itself is 
urparalleled for its generosity. This city 
does more for its poor than does any other 
city in the world, Its appropriations every 
year for.charity amount to $3,000,000 for 
the cerporation alone. 

“Three million dollars is not all that 
the city appropriates for charity, sums by 
private charities being additional. In ad- 
dition, it has erected roof gardens and 
baths. The three new baths I voted for 
will be ready, I hope, by August. I am 
going to make another attack on the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment for more 
baths.’”" 

Mr. Hunter told in a few words what is 
being done on the east side, and invited 
all the members of the sisterhood to visit 
the University Settlement. 

Dr. Gottheil delivered a short prayer and 
said a few words about the sisterhood, of 
which he is the founder. 


WOMEN HIGHWAY ROBBERS. 


Arrest in Brooklyn for an Attack Made 
with the Aid of Red Pepper. 


Negro women, big and muscular, are op- 
erating as highway robbers in the district 
lying between the bridge and the navy yard 
in Brooklyn. The dusky highwaywomen 
have held up and robbed at night a number 


of white women and girls who have had 
occasion to be abroad on the streets. 

Madge Bantella, a_negress, thirty-one 
years old, living in High Street, was ar- 
rested yesterday morning on a charge of 
having waylaid and robhed Miss Barbara 
Higgins, sixteen years old, of 50 Sands 
Street, on High Street, near Jay, late on 
Saturday night. Miss Higgins was on her 
way home from a visit to friends when 
she was attacked. 

Red pepper was thrown into her eyes, 
and her pocketbook, containing $5, was torn 
from her grasp, Her assailant then fled. 
Information given to the police by an eye 
witness to the hold-up led to the Bantella 
weman’s arrest. She denied that she had 
committed the robbery.

Patient Whose Case Baffled Diagnosis 
at First Taken to Bellevue. 


About three weeks ago Thomas Rogers, 
sixty-seven years old, an engineer in one of 
the large down-town buildings, who lives 
at 9 Mitchel Place, was scratched on the 
left wrist by a pet maltese cat, He thought 
nothing of the wound. About a week ago 
he was suddenly seized with convulsions, 
and began to froth at the mouth. The 
paroxysm passed, and Rogers felt better a 
moment later. 

Dr, John O. Chase of 264 East Thirteenth 
Street was called, and was unable to diag- 
nose the trouble until he heard of the 
scratch on the wrist. Then he suggested 
that Rogers had hydrophobia, but decided 
to treat the man until he was certain. 

The result of the physician’s observations 
were somewhat mixed, for Rogers was 
taken to Bellevue Hospital yesterday after- 
noon and placed in the insane pavilion. He 
there became very violent, and went from 
one spasm to another until exhausted.

Refuses to Strike Off Rider Pro-

There always has 
been a vigorous outery against the sale of 
| intoxicating Nquors in the Capitol building. 
In previous years there was little conceal- 
| ment of the barroom features of the res- 
| taurants at both ends of the Capitol, and 
| although the sale of intoxicants has been 
forbidden by the rules of the Senate and 
House, no attention was given them. 

Finally the sale was carried on so boldly 
that public attention was arrested, and on 
| the Senate side the rule was rigidly en- 
forced. For some time, therefore, no in- 
toxicants have been dispensed in the Senate 
restaurant. On the House side, however, 
there are no restrictions, and visitors as 
well as members of the House find no diffi- 
culty in obtaining their preferred tipple. 
Spasmodic efforts have been made from 
time to time to prevent this by advocates 
of prohibition, but while such efforts have 
had the effect to temporarily check the 
sale, they failed to suppress it. 

Believing that the desired reform might 
be accomplished by the enactment of a 
law, the prohibition advocates succeeded in 
having an amendment placed on the Immi- 
gration bill forbidding the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors in any part of the Capitol 
building. There was no contest over the 
amendment, those who did not agree with 
it believing that the Senate would strike it 
from the bill The Senate committee did 
strike it out, the point being made that it 
was not germane to the bill, When the 
bill reached .he Senate a strong opposition 
developed to the action of the committee, 
and, after considerable debate, the para- 
graph was restored. 

Many Senators voted for restoring the 
paragraph, believing the House was not 
sincere in its action, with the object 
of placing that hody in an awkward posi- 
tion. So far as the Senate is concerned a 
prohibitory law will not inconvenience the 
Senators. No liquors are sold at the Sen- 
ate end of the Capitol, a fact well known to 
members of the House, and if that body sin- 
cerely desires to suppress the sale of in- 
toxicants in its restaurant Senators be- 
lieve they should be gratified. 

The Senate has a great advantage over 
the House in the matter of Lersonal con- 
veniences at the Capitol. he increased 
accommodations derived from the removal 
of the Congressional Library and the pos- 
cession of the Maltby Building, situated on 
the north edge of the Capitol Park, en- 
ables every Senator to have a private room, 
and if these private apartments were 
searched it is highly probable that stimu- 
lating beverages would be discovered in 
many of them. ‘The Senate adheres to the 
paragraph of the Immigration bill which 
tcrbids the sale of intoxicating liquors in 
the Capitol building. It cannot be touched 
by a conference committee when the Dill 
reaches that stage. Should it become law 
the House therefore will be required to pass 
a repealing act or be compelled to go 
dry.’ 

Senators are laughing at the predicament 
in which the House is likely to find itself 
by reason of its insincere action in passing 
a prohibitory clause. In agreeing to it 
the Senators sprung the trap which the 
House set to catch the Senate, and the 
former body has been adroitly caught. Un- 
less Senators shall heed the importunities 
of those Representatives who are appealing 
to have the paragraph stricken out before 
final action on the bill, visitors will not be 
eble next Winter to get their drinks at the 
House restaurant, and the Representatives 
will be compelled to follow the example of 
the Senators and keep private bottles in 
their committee rooms. 


EXPORTS OF MANUFACTURES. 


Total for Ten Months of 1902 Foots Up 
to $415,000,000, Figures Only Ex- 
ceeded in 1900.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Manufactures 
now form one-third of the exports from 
the United States, a larger proportion than 
in any preceding year. The ten months of 
the year for which data are now complete 
show that manufactures formed during 
that period 32.61 per dent. of the total ex- 
ports of the country. The figures now 
available indicate that the total exports 
of manufactures during the calendar year 
1902 will reach about $415,000,000, or more 
than in any preceding fiscal year, save in 


the exceptional year 1900, when the total 
was $483,000,000. 

One feature of the exportation of manu- 
factures which is especially interesting and 
important is the large proportion which 
finds a markef Th the chief manufacturing 
countries of the world. A statement pre- 
pared by the Bureau of Statistics shows 
that more than one-half of the manufac- 
tures exported from the United States now 
go to Europe, the ee manufacturing sec- 
tion of the world, and that about one- 
fourth of the total exports of manufactures 
go to North America, the other fourth be- 
ing about equally distributed between 
South America, Asia, Oceanica, and Africa, 

Five great articles form the bulk of the 
exportations of manufactures from the 
United States to Europe—copper, mineral 
oil, iron and steel manufactures, leather 
and agricultural implements. The annual 
exportation of copper, mineral oil, and iron 
and steel manufactures each exceeds ),- 
000,000, while that of leather exceeds $20,- 
000,000, and agricultural implements over 
$10,000,000. 


BIDS WANTED IN MANILA. 
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Franchises for Street Railway and 
Light, Heat, and Power System 
to be Let in March. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 14.—The Bureau of 
Insular Affairs of the War Department has 
issued a statement announcing that it now 
is in a position to furnish intending bidders 
the full text of the enactment of the 
Philippine Commission providing for the 
grant of a franchise to construct an elec- 
tric street railway in Manila and its sub- 
urbs and for the grant of a franchise to 
construct, maintain, and operate an electric 


light, heat, and power system in Manila and 
its suburbs. The franchises will be award- 
ed after competitive bidding, the bids to be 
filed in Manila before March 5, 1903, when 
they will be opened. The route of the pro- 
posed systems, as fixed by the Philippine 
Commission, is thirty-five miles long. 

The points of competition for bidding 
are: The duration of the franchise, not to 
exceed fifty years; the rate of fare on the 
street railway, not to exceed 7% cents gold 
for first-class passengers and 6 cents gold 
for second-class passengers, and the com- 
pensation to be paid the City of Manila for 
the franchise, not less than 1% per cent. of 
the gross earnings. 

Construction must begin within six 
months after awarding the bid and be com- 
pleted twenty months thereafter. 


FEAR BIG CHIMNEY WILL FALL. 


Employes of the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing at Washington Are 
Greatly Alarmed.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The thousand 
and more employes of the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing are viewing the im- 
mense smokestack on the bureau building 
with something like the same feeling that 
the inhabitants near a volcano behold 
smoke issuing from a crater.

STATEHOOD BILL FIGHT. 
Senate Will Debate the Question All 


Week—Outlook in Doubt—The 
House Programme. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14. — The coming 
week is likely to be marked by more effect- 
ive attention to business in both houses 
than has been shown in the first fortnight 
of the session. In the Senate the Immigra- 
tion bill is practically completed, and an 
agreement will be reached for a final vote 
Wednesday or Thursday. 

The Statehood bill is also ready for pas- 
Sage, according to Senator Quay’s way of 
looking at it, but Senator Beveridge and 
the leaders on the Republican side are not 
expecting a vote on the bill this week. 
The question will furnish debate all the 
week, as the bill is the unfinished business 
at the close of the morning hour until dis- 
posed of. Friends of the measure express 


an intention to force a vote when the 
majority of the Committee on Territories 
brings back the substitute which they with- 
drew to perfect. The majority members 
of the committee say they have proposed 
the substitute as a choice of evils. They 
would prefer to have one Democratic State 
rather than two, as would be the case, they 
assert, under the Three-State bill. 

It is not probable the managers of the 
fight against the Omnibus bill will give 
the opportunity that Senator Quay is look- 
ing for to get a test vote. They are not 
likely to report back the substitute right 
away. If the process of persuading 
strength away from the Three-State bill 
succeeds, the report will be brought in, 
and the test vote allowed with the expec- 
tation that the motion by Senator Quay 
to lay the substitute on the table can be 
beaten. After this the fate of the meas- 
ure' would depend on the affirmative atti- 
tude of the Republican Senators who are 
inclined to admit Oklahoma but keep out 
New Mexico and Arizona. It is improbable 
that the fight will come to an end this 
week,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Washington so- 
ciety is looking forward to a visit from Che- 
valier Trentanove, once a conspicuous fig- 
ure here in a gay and semi-Bohemian sec- 
tion of the social world. The last time 
Chevalier Trentanove appeared before the 
public was when it was reported that he 
would marry the late Mrs. Lucille Black- 
burn Lane, daughter of Senator Blackburn 
of Kentucky.

NEGRO COLONIZATION PLAN. 


Why Senator Morgan Advocates Send- 
ing the Colored Race to the 
Philippines. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 14.—Senator Mor- 
gan of Alabama is the principal advocate of 
the plan for using the Philippine Islands as 
a colony for American negroes. He has 
been urging the scheme upon the War De- 
partment for some time, and is enthusiastic 
about its possibilities. He has also con- 
sulted Governor General Taft about it. In 
course of time, Mr. Morgan believes, the 

roject will be far enough advanced for 
egislation. 

Mr. Morgan thinks that millions of ne- 
groes will go to the Philippines in case the 
way is opened to them, and that this will go 
far toward settling the race problem in this 
country. His idea ig to incorporate steam- 
ship transportation companies for them and 
to give them homesteads of about twenty 
acres each, with the best business advan- 
teges that can be secured. This plan, un- 
like the old scheme for sending them to 
Liberia, would not deprive them of their 
citizenship or their protection under the 
American flag. 

He thinks the climate is exactly suited to 
the negroes, and in proof of this says that 
negroes were the original inhabitants of the 
Philippine Islands, The Malays drove them 
back trom the seacoast, but the Philippine 
negroes still live in the hill regions, 


PHILIPPINE TRADE GROWS. 


Value of Imports Increases, While That 
of Exports Falis Off to a 
Less Degree. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—A comparative 
sun mary of the commerce of the Philtp- 
pine Islands for the seven months ended 
July 31. 1902 and 1901, shows that the total 
value of merchandise, exclusive of gold 
and silver, imported during the seven 
months ended July 31, 1902, was $19,310,437, 
as against $17,132,205 for the same period 
of 1901. The principal increase in 1902 was 
in focdstuffs. Gold and silver were im- 
ported to the value of $3,026,747, compared 
with $1,230,294 in 1901. The value of im-

Amateur Bird Taming. 

In the Christmas number of The Pall Mall 
Magazine a clergyman provides a diverting 
description of bird taming, illustrated with 
photographs of a very convincing character. 
For instance, we see the author with a 
sparrow in his left hand, while his right is 
pressing the camera button which photo- 
graphs it; we see a robin taking crumbs 
1roin the authors lips: and in another case 
a sedate little cole-tit perched quite con- 
tentedly on his fingers. Robins, chaffinches, 
biue-tits, cole-tits, great-tits, and hedge- 
sparrows have been trained to feed regular- 
ly from the hands, while among the casual 
guests at the crumb banquet are many 
jackdaws, starlings, plied wagtails, and oth- 
er non-resident members of the tame spe- 
cies. The method is to begin in frosty 
weather by plentifully sprinkling window- 
sill and doorstep with breadcrumbs; then 
when the birds have become convinced o 
your altruism, the hand should be well 
spread with tempting morsels of cheese and 
v.alnut and laid flat on the ground. At 
this stage one has to wait till that pugtlistic 
little charlatan, the robin, leads the way by 
making a mad dash for a tit-bit on the 
extreme point of a finger; but, after that, 
courage soon manifests itself, and one is 
able to raise the hand inch by inch till the 
birds are obliged actually to perch upon it 
for their rations After this patience will 
gradually enable the host to work upon his 
little guests that they feed fearlessly from 
his lips.—London Globe. 


Pecans Grafted on Hickory. 

The Charleston (S. C.) News and Courier 
calls attention to the fact that in Chester 
County in its State they are grafting pecans 
on hickory sprouts. Such grafts grow at 
the rate of five feet a year, while seedlings 


grow very slowly. It is believed such 
grafts will begin to bear in four years, 
while seedling pecans would consume twice 
that time in getting to productiveness. Nor 
is this all. Seedling pecans are subject to 
attacks of “ borers,”” while it is assumed 
that hickory stock would be proof against 
such attacks. Alabama is full of hickory 
sprouts, and if these sprouts can be turned 
into pecan trees, a new source of income 
will soon become available. Two old pecan 
trees in Virginia are considered worth 
$1,000 apiece, simply because they each 
vield a wea f the income of that sum.— 
irmingham (Ala.) Age-Herald.

Some of the liveliest handball games of 
the season were played yesterday by the 
leading experts in the Brooklyn and Jersey 
City courts. Owing to the heavy fall of 
snow, all of the Gaelic football and hurling 
matches, which were to have been decided 
during the afternoon in Greater New York, 
had to be postponed indefinitely, and a 
great many of the Irish players visited the 
handball courts instead. 

There was an immense gathering of ex- 
perts at Oliver Drew's court in Degraw 
Street, Brooklyn, as they were anxious to 
see the little Irishman play as well as to 
learn the latest developments in the ar- 
rangements for an international match be- 
tween Drew and the present Irish cham- 
pion, Timothy Toohill of Kanturk, Ireland. 

Among those present were “* Phil’? Casey, 
ex-champion of the world; ex-Alderman 
James Dunne, who with Casey has played 
on both sides of the Atlantic; Dr. Shea, 
‘* Mike ” Slater, Oliver Drew, James Dunne, 
Jr., Joseph Devlin, J. McElroy, Charles 
Raleigh, J. O'Connor, John Hurley, and Ed- 
ward McCarthy. 

James Dunne, §Sr., who has charge of the 
arrangements for the Drew-Toohill match, 
read a letter from the Irish champion, in 
which the latter stated that he was willing 
to play Drew for £150, and to have the first 
half of the match decided in America. This 
Was very satisfactory, but Toohill also said 
that ne would insist on using the ‘“*‘ Gorman 
ball”’ alternately with the ‘‘ O’Donohue 
ball,”’ which is in general use here. The 


*“*Gorman ball”’ is not liked by the experts 
in this country, as it is not lively enough 
for good play; its only claim for efficacy

The es- 
sential mischief was that the sense of 
responsibility of the place holders, then 
four times as large as the army of the 
United States, was to the party and the 
machine and not to the Government and 
the people. The work was bad, the cost 
Was great, and the corruption of politics 
Was widespread and deep-seated. 

The definite movement for reform 
which had been begun officially under 
President Grant in 1870, and had been 
abandoned by him because of the re- 
fusal of support in Congress, had, as 
noted, made some progress under Presi- 
dent Hares. It received a powerful im- 
when President GARFIELD 
murdered by an office seeker, crazed by 
greed and disappointment.

Under President McKINLEY, largely on

The old mode of 
appointment of employés by partisan 
favor is ag ill-suited for Government ad- 
ministration now as the methods of the 
retail shop would be to the conduct of a 
great department store, or those of the 
old-fashioned stage coach owner to the 
running of a great railway. There must 
be some systematic method of selection

and promotion, and the plan of open 
competitive examination as a test for 
probationary appointment has developed 
greater practical advantages than any 
that has been tried. Nor is the applica- 
tion of the principle to be confined to 
the subordinate places. -Public senti- 
ment is steadily seeking the selection of 
the higher offices for fitness to discharge 
their duties, as is shown by the emphatic 
approval every such selection brings out 
and the contempt which selections for 
mere partisan motives excites. The 
pressure of this sound sentiment is, of 
course, more or less intermittent. But 
it is very real, as Mr. RoosEve.Lt, for 
instance, and Mr. Low have found 
when they have invited it. As the 
public business increases in com- 
plexity and importance, and comes 
home more nearly and clearly to 
the “business and bosoms” of the 
American people, the demand for sound 
and practical administrative methods in 
all grades of the service is bound to be 
more and more urgent. The striking 
record of the movement for the reform of 
the civil service is due to that fact, and 
sensible men in public life will more and 
more recognize it. 


BAER ON LIBERTY. 

President Barr drew with a sure hand 
the picture of the great Republic in her 
long vigil at the altar of Liberty. No 
wonder the diners of the Pennsylvania 
Society got on their feet and shouted 
their enthusiastic approval when he 
turned the sketch to their delighted eyes. 

Mr. Baer is right about the Constitu- 
tion, too. That instrument sternly for- 
bids Davip B. Hitt to go down into 
Pennsylvania and confiscate President 
Baer’s coal lands; and all acts and 
parts of acts found in the statute books 
of New York which are inconsistent 
with the sovereignty of the State of 
Pennsylvania are by that Constitution 
made void and of no effect. The right 
of the Pennsylvanians to regulate their 
own internal policy is sole and inalien- 
able. 

When Mr. BAER declares that the local 
autonomy of States is a fundamental part 
of American Constitutional liberty, only 
aman whose soul was quite dead, some 
miserable outcast who had no knowledge 
of our institutions nor any pride in them, 
would venture to dispute him. Mr. 
BakEr’'s theory of the Constitutional lim- 
itations and of the power and disposition 
of the Supreme Court to see to it that 
the tinkering politicians do not override 
them, is as sound as a ten-dollar gold 
piece. ‘‘And when the period of mo- 
mentary excitement has passed away, 
there will be no danger of an amendment 
of the Constitution by men who do not 
understand the fundamental theories of 
free government,” said Mr. BagrR. That 
is one on President RoosEVELT, but it is 
sound doctrine, we think. If the Consti- 
tution ever is amended, the work will be 
done, doubtless, by men who have the 
theories of free government at their 
tongues’ ends, 

These things said by President Barr 
at the Pennsylvania Society dinner em- 
body the fundamental principles of our 
republican government. They have also 
been the commonplaces of our orators, 
statesmen, and writers for more than a 
century. If Mayor Low had said them, 
they would have attracted no particular 
attention. But President Barr is the 
most stirring and conspicuous of the coal 
operators. He speaks under a sense of 
injury with the full earnestness of his 
hurts. That makes men attend to him. 
On the whole, it is well that he did say 
these things, even though they be com- 
monplaces. We need once in a while to 
have our attention sharply called to that 
patient figure of the Republic in her long 
vigil on the cold steps of the altar of 
Liberty. 

Freezing and thawing, we lay waste 
our powers of right thinking. We cry 
coal, and there is no coal. Then we get 
up and proceed to blame somebody and 
to prescribe remedies. Of course, when 
80,000,000 people begin to 
remedies, substances strange and abhor- 
rent to the pharmacopoeia are tossed 
into the compound. That is what Mr. 
HILL did when he let the coal plank go 
into the Democratic platform. He de- 
served to be bumped for it, and was; 
President BAER has bumped him again. 
Moreover, Mr. BAER gave Gov. STONE a 
dose of richly deserved censure when he 
said that “to-day we have the spectacle 
of citizens born right in this country not 
being protected in their right to work, 
the very smallest of the natural rights 
for the protection of which the Govern- 
ment was founded.’’ Gov. STONDP failed 
miserably in his duty “to protect the 
man who wants to work, and to strike 
any and every hand that would oppress 
All just men will applaud that 
sentiment of Mr. BaAER’s speech. 

We must remind the President of the 
Reading that the Constitution is not a 
one-sided document. Some day he might 
go round and look at the other side. He 
will discover that, while the right to own 
property and be protected in its lawful 
use is not to be denied, the right of the 
owners of great properties of a quasi 
public nature to do as they please and 
what they please with them is open to 
serious question. The Constitution was 
made by the.people, for the people. It 
gives the people a show. 

But no man. will dispute the truth of 
this brilliant gem of President Barr's 
industrial philosophy: “It is an im- 
portant thing, when you organize a 
trust, to be in accord with the right 
party.”

COAL FOR THE POOR OF NEW YORK. 

The coal famine is becoming acute, and 
in view of existing and threatened 
weather conditions may become so seri- 
ous as to necessitate extraordinary 
measures of relief for the tenement 
dwellers, who are compelled to buy fuel 
in smai]l quantities at prices equivalent 
to $15 per net ton, and likely from short

weight or scanty measure to average 
nearer $20. 

For some days those buying coal in a 
small way have had great difficulty in 
getting it at all, and great suffering has 
resulted. Among the improvident poor 
of the dependent class the suffering has 
probably been less than among the inde- 
pendent poor who have money enough to 
buy coal but cannot buy it and will not 
ask it as public charity. Such people 
have besieged the coal yards, clamoring 
for coal, and have gone away empty- 
handed. In some instances @ police 
guard has been necessary to hold back 
the multitude from the gates of the 
empty coal yards, These are serious 
conditions. They may mean dangerous 
riots before many days. 

An inquiry on Saturday among the 
sweepers and laborers of the Street 
Cleaning Department gave instructive 
information. These men are excellent 
representatives of the self-respecting 
poor who work regularly and expect to 
purchase the necessaries of comfortable 
living. The average family of this class 
requires for comfort two buckets of coal 
daily. With less than this it is found 
impossible to keep a fire all night, which, 
in apartments not otherwise heated, ne- 
cessitates sleeping as many in a bed, for 
warmth, as its size permits. Depend- 
ence upon what is known as a half-fire 
calls for one bucket per day as a mini- 
mum. This will keep an ordinary small 
cookstove or range going for fourteen 
hours in the twenty-four if a brick is 
lodged in the firepot to reduce its area 
and the ash is carefully sifted and 
washed to recover every particle of 
available fuel therefrom. With this 
amount of fire the cooking of the family 
may be done, also the family washing, if 
distributed through the week. 

A net ton of coal as retailed fills about 
seventy-five buckets. In 1900 the aver- 
age price per bucket was about 8 cents. 
In 1901 it was 10 cents. During the 
strike it cents. 
Since the strike ended 
cents, and on Saturday those having to 
purchase in this way were very glad to 
get any coal at all at from 20 to 25 
cents, or at the rate of $15 to $18.75 
per net ton. Forty to fifty cents per day 
for fuel taken from the earnings of the 
average laborer is a serious burden. 

This is a matter which invites the kind 
of benevolence which seeks to help the 
self-reliant and to aid without pauperiz- 
ing those benefited. If a movement is 
started under’ proper auspices the hearty 
co-operation of the Street Cleaning De- 
partment can be relied upon to remove 
the one serious obstacle, the provision of 
storage accommodation without expense 
for rent. In premises controlled by the 
department and used as section stations 
the quantities of coal indicated in the 
following table can be accommodated, 
permitting that much daily distribution 
to retail purchasers:

Below 
this, at the time of the general election of 
1895, was inscribed the watchword of the 
Cobden Club, “ Free markets in England 
for foreign prison-made goods,”’ but this 
has since been erased.—London Mail.

Field Sports in England Suffer Because 
of Lack of Patronage—Canada’s 
Good Performers.

The past season among the 
athletes on track and field has been 
viewed at quite some length, and what has 
been accomplished by the Yankees in this 
respect shows to what a high degree of ex- 
cellence this character of sport has at- 
tained here as compared to other countries. 

A review of the foreign fields will show 
that last season was a banner one for all 
of them. The English athletes were the 
best that they have had since the days of 
W. G. George. The standard event in Eng-

Caffrey holds the world’s amateur record 
for the twenty-five miles, again indicating 
Canada's superiority in America as far as 
distance running is concerned. 

Australia’s season, now almost a year old, 
for another is now just beginning, was a 
very good one. This was mainly due to 
the New Zealand athletes, of whom we 
shall speak at the same time. The most 
noted of all the antipodean athletes was 
Smith, the hurdler. Last March he was 
credited with 0:15 1-5 for the 120-yard high 
hurdles, equaling Kraenzlein’s record. 
Smith has stated that he credited this per- 
formance to the fact that the course was 
extremely fast, and to his being in espe- 
cially good form on the day. He was rath- 
er skeptical of the performance. He trained 
at the London Athletic Club grounds in 
London for the English championships ,last 
July, and he did not impress the experts 
man who would give Kraenzlein a 
good race. Smith had the greatest admira- 
tion for Kraenzlein, and stated that he 
would go all the way to America to meet 
him *‘ and get a good licking at his hands.” 
Smith is a remarkable athlete, as he has 
run the 100 yards in 0:10 1-5, the 220 yards 
in U:22, and the 440 yards over high hurdles 
in 0:58 He is counted one of the best quar- 
ters playing Rugby, while when younger 
he was one of the best-known jockeys in

He succeeded in shaking off 
Shrubb in the last half mile, and covered 
the fifteen miles in 1 hour 20 minutes and 
some odd seconds, over half a minute under 
the previous figures. Shrubb, though sec- 
, was also under the previous record. 

England had no Duffy in the sprints, but 
Wadsley, White, Hargreaves, and Tremeer 
all about one yard worse than 
even time for the 100 yards. Two of these, 
White and Wadsley, both did under 50 sec- 
onds for the quarter. White is one of the 
most remarkable runners that the world 
has seen since Lon Myers. He has been 
credited with the following performances, 
all done in the same season: 100 yards, 
0:10; 220 yards, 0:22; 440 yards, 0:49 3-5; 
880 yards, 1:58; one-mile run, 4:25. The last 
two performances are not actual, as he 
won halves and miles in world’s record time 
from very short mark in handicap races. 
He is the best all-round runner in the field 
to-day. 

COCKSHOTT WAS DEFEATED. 

There were only a few other men in Eng- 
land who did anything meritorious. 
toberts’s defeat Cockshott in the mile 
run the Oxford-Cambridge sports, cre- 
ated a sensation, but in all England there 
was not a field performance worthy of no- 
tice with two exceptions. Garnier’s hurdle 
race in 0:16 1-5 and Coe’s shot put of 43 
feet 10 inches were the exceptions. 

In field sports England has retrograded 
greatly owing to nothing else than lack 
of encouragement. Many meetings are 
held, but unless the presence of some 
Scotch, Irish, or American 
it, not a single field event 
on the programme. 

But if England excels in the number and 
generally high standard of her track ath- 
letes, Ireland excels in her field men. No- 
where outside of America can such magnif- 
icent field athletes be found as in 
The best performance of the year must be 
given to C. Leahy, a brother of the old 
champion, who on several occasions cleared 
over 6 feet 2 inches in the high jump. His 
brother also cleared over 6 feet on more 
than one occasion.

Simpson, another New Zealander, accom- 
panied Smith to England last Summer. He 
won the right to do so by winning the Aus- 
tralian mile championship in 4:32 and the 
four-mile championship in 4:49, a new an- 
tipodean record. The New Zealand ath- 
captured eight of the Australian 
championships, several of them in mediocre 
time. : 

The Continental athletes did not make 
great progress the past year, with the ex- 
ception of the Hungarians. There was, 
hrwever, much greater interest, and this 
will show fruit in the performances of the 
coming season. In France, there were but 
two performances of especial merit. De- 
loge showed that he is still the fastest dis- 
tance runner in France by covering the 
1.500 meters (a meter being a little more 
than a yard) in 4:16 1-5.. Klingelhoefer ran 
through the 400 méters in 0:58 4-5, a very 
good performance, 

The Hungarians furnished the first,Con- 
tinental athlete capable of going over to the 
English championship and carrying off the 
honors. Kauser of the Magyar Athletic 
Club was the man to do this, and it is safe 
to say that on his return home to Buda- 
Pest, he could have had any part of the 
town he desired. Kauser’s visit was a re- 
sult of being in Paris in 1900. He was pres- 
ent then and competed in the vault. Since 
then he has developed the American style, 
and his record of 11 feet 24% inches preves 
that he is a real champion at his favorite 
sport. 

The Hungarians are very fond of field 
sports, and their records are rapidly becom- 
ing first-class. Goenczy made a new high- 
jump record this season of 5 feet 11% 
inches. GGajzago cleared 21 feet 9% inches 
in the broad jump, and Crettier put the shot 
41 feet 55¢ inches. BaBrtko’s 120 feet 8% 
inches for the discus proves that Hungary 
is still strong in this branch of sport. It 
will be remembered that according to Hun- 
garian rules the throw is measured directly 
out from the front of the square, and that 
the discus must ge out straight or distance 
will be lost. Under these conditions, Bart- 
ko’s record is every bit as meritorious as 
the figures credited to Sheridan of the Pas- 
time Athletic Club. All of these are new 
figures for this year, and indicate consider- 
able interest in sport. The system of train- 
ing in vogue in Hungary is so crude and so 
many dissipations of various kinds are in- 
dulged in by all the athletes that it is a

FENCING AT HARVARD. 


Over One Hundred Candidates Trying 
for the Team—Many Matches 
Planned.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 14.—Fencing 
has sprung into unprecedented popularity 
this season at Harvard. At the last report 
101 candidates were trying for the team. 
This is not so large a number as the bas- 
ketball squad contains, but this fact may 


the two forms of sport. Basket 
ball requires nothing beyond the gymnasi- 
um suit and “‘ sneaks ’"’ which every college 
man. is supposed to have. Fencing candi- 
dates must have foils, masks, gloves, and 
breast pads, which, in the whole, mount 
up to a considerable sum. Fencing is pop- 
ular at Harvard for two reasons: It is 
considered a ** handsome accomplishment,” 
and as a form of exercise it embodies all 
those elements of quickness, skit, and 


who fences skillfully must be strong, quick, 
and possessed of a level head.

It is in recognition 
of these facts that Harvard’s athletic au- 
thorities are paying so much attention to 
The interest that is 
taken in fencing is shown by the appoint- 
ment of a fencing coach and by the surrender 
of the handball room to the devotees of 
the mask and foil. Handball has always 
been popular at Harvard, but it gives way 
to fencing this year. 

_The man who will have charge of the 
Crimson fencing candidates this Winter is 
M. Pianelli; formerly fencing coach of 
the Boston Athletic Association. He isa 
student of the French schools of fencing, 
and he intends to develop a team at Har- 
vard this year that wiil hold its own against 
any aggregation in the collegiate world. 
That M. Pianelli’s services were secured 
for the Crimson team this Winter is due 


of fencing at Harvard in years to come. 
Through his efforts fencing has been estab- 
lished as an interclass sport, and every 
class is now represented by a trio of ex- 
perts with the foils. The Law School, also, 


} is represented by a fencing team, and the 
week that has just ended has seen a tour- 
} nament for the Harvard University cham- 


pionship in progress. 
The prospects for a good fencing team at 
Harvard are unusually bright this year, 
due partly to the material on hand and 
partly to the enthusiasm which is being 
displayed. Capt. Holmes played on the 
T. D. Roberts, his 
classmate, was Captain of the fencing team 
last Winter. He is a fast man, and has a 
deadly stroke which is extremely dif- 
ficult to parry.

Six-Day Bicyclists All in Fair Condition 
After the Struggle. 


The bicycle riders of the six days long 
distance championship race in Madison 
Square Garden, which ended at 10:12 
o'clock Saturday night, made the Putnam 
House, in Fourth Avenue, at Twenty- 
sixth Street, their headquarters yester- 
day and spent the day in the lobby in 
such excellent condition as to surprise 
greatly the long-distance racing enthusi- 
asts who visited the hotel in the course of 
the day. None of the men appeared to 
have suffered from the muscular and ner- 
vous strain of the six days’ ride. George 
Leander of the winning team was so fresh 
and in such good spirits that he went for 
a walk in the forenoon, though his part- 
ner, Floyd Krebs, remained at the hotel 
and spent most of his time in his bedroom 
nursing a blistered leg. Even the men who 
were injured in accidents, among them 
Butler and Stinson, appeared in the course 
of the day and talked over the outcome 


of the race. The men of the eight teams 
which earned shares in the prize money, 
beginning with the winners of the $1,500 
first prize, will meet Kennedy and Powers, 
managers of the race, at the Bartholdi 
Hotel to-day for a distribution of the 
money. 

pm the prizes captured by the eight 
teams in at the finish, a considerable por- 
tion of the money won was consumed by 
the expenses of training and for handling 
and food in the week of the race.

of milk, 3 pounds of coffee, 1% pounds of 
tea, 2 dozen cups custard, 1 dozen bottles 
ginger ale, ° dozen eggs, 2 quarts sherry, 
4 quarts burgundy, 2 gallons vinegar, 30 
pounds sea salt for baths, 15 loavesof bread, 
1 dozen cans bouillon, 8 jars calves foot 
jelly, and other sundries, including pro- 
prietary articles of food and drink.
